Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 


The  Rural  District  of  Glanford  Brigg  comprises  an  area 
of  about  136,595  acres  and  includes  41  civil  parishes.  The 
population  at  census  1931  was  28,177,  in  1934  28,280.  The 
district  is  bounded  on  the  North  and  East  by  the  River 
Humber,  and  on  the  South  by  the  Rural  Districts  of 
Gainsborough,  Caistor  and  Grimsby,  and  on  the  West  by  the 
River  Trent.  To  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  Area  was  added  in 
1936,  the  Winterton  Urban  Area,  3,818  acres,  and  Roxby-cum- 
Risby  Urban  Area,  comprising  4,900  acres.  Portion  of  the 
Parish  of  Wrawby  was  removed  from  the  Rural  District 
(added  to  Brigg  Urban  District). 


Two  parallel  ranges  of  hills  cross  the  District  running 
approximately  North  and  South,  they  are  called  the  Cliff  and  the 
Wolds.  The  former  has  an  average  elevation  of  200  feet  above 
datum.  It  is  formed  of  oolite  limestone.  The  latter  running 
in  a South  Easterly  direction  from  Barton-on-Humber  and 
South  Ferriby,  is  much  wider,  with  an  average  width  of  8 miles. 
The  formation  is  chalk.  The  area  West  of  the  Cliff  drains 
into  the  Trent.  The  valley  between  the  Cliff  and  the  Wolds  is 
drained  by  the  River  Ancholme,  which  reaches  the  Humber  at 
Ferriby  Sluice.  East  of  the  Wolds  the  streams  drain  into  the 
Humber.  The  district  is  almost  entirely  agricultural  but  many 
of  the  population  work  in  the  adjacent  Borough  of  Scunthorpe, 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  iron  and  steel  and  in  the 
extraction  of  iron  ore  from  mines  and  underground  workings, 
many  of  which  are  in  this  Council’s  district.  Other  industries 
are  beet  sugar  manufacture,  ship  building,  artificial  manure 
manufacture,  poultry  food  and  cement  manufacture,  brick 
making,  refining  of  crude  oil,  refining  of  cane  sugar,  etc.

NOTES  ON  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

During  1949  there  were  fewer  Births,  and  the  Death 
Rate  was  slightly  lower  than  in  1948.  There  were  no  Deaths 
from  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough,  which  is  satisfactory. 
Last  year  the  numbers  were  1 and  4 respectively.  Deaths 
from  Heart  Disease  numbered  108,  a slight  increase.  There 
were  no  Deaths  from  Diphtheria  and  the  incidence  of  that 
disease  was  small  (3  cases).  There  were  no  Deaths  from 
Puerperal  Sepsis.  Deaths  from  Cancer  were  less  than  last 
year,  49  (21  Males,  28  Females).  Last  year  the  figure  was  65 
(41  Males,  24  Females).

Ambulance  Facilities. 

With  the  advent  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1948, 
the  Lindsey  County  Council  became  the  responsible  authority 
for  Ambulance  Services.  They  subsidised  a scheme  for  a 
service  to  cover  the  County  with  a main  station  at  Scunthorpe 
and  sub-stations  at  Boston  and  Cleethorpes  and  Market  Rasen. 
This  gave  no  sub-station  to  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District  or 
Brigg  Urban  District.  A deputation  of  officers  of  both  Councils 
attended  at  Lincoln  to  put  their  case  before  the  County  Council 
and  the  Chief  Ambulance  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  it  was  difficult  to  service  the  large  area 
of  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District — population  30,000 — from 
Scunthorpe,  particularly  in  foggy  weather  or  on  ice  bound 
roads,  and  Medical  Practitioners  in  Brigg  were  concerned  that 
the  Brigg  Hospital,  in  frequent  use,  should  not  have  an 
Ambulance  near  at  hand.  The  County  Council  did  not  agree, 
and  pleaded  that  there  was  a shortage  of  Ambulances  and  that 
service  from  Scunthorpe  was  sufficient.  This  opinion  was 
strongly  contested  by  Medical  Practitioners  from  Brigg  and 
District,  including  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  my 
opinion  this  view  is  still  the  correct  one,  and  while  admitting 
that  a good  service  is  being  provided  at  present,  considering 
the  distances,  I consider  that  there  should  be  a sub-station  at 
Brigg  to  avoid  delay  in  urgent  cases  and  to  facilitate  the  work 
of  the  Local  Hospital.

The  case  is  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  Medical 
Officer.  In  the  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  Smallpox,  Encephalitis 
Lethargica,  or  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  by  both  Officials. 

The  Inspector  renders  on  the  day  of  his  visit  a report  on 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  the  efficiency  of  isolation. 

A written  questionnaire  as  to  inmates  of  the  house,  source 
of  infection,  etc.,  is  thus  perused  by  the  Medical  Offier  of 
Health  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity.  The  case  is  removed 
to  an  Isolation  Hospital  where  considered  expedient. 

Where  the  case  is  isolated  at  home,  instructions  and 
liquid  disinfectant  are  given  to  those  nursing  the  patient,  and 
a card  is  left  for  the  Medical  Attendant  to  complete  when 
disinfection  may  safely  be  carried  out. 

In  particular  cases,  infected  bedding  or  mattresses  are 
destroyed,  and  compensation  is  paid  after  consideration  of  the 
merits  of  the  case  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Rural 
District  Council.  It  is  essential  that  no  bedding  should  be 
destroyed  until  inspected  by  an  Official  of  the  Council,  or 
in  exceptionally  urgent  circumstances  a qualified  Medical 
Practitioner  who  can  testify  as  to  its  condition.

Notes  on  the  Incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases,  1949. 

With  the  exclusion  of  Measles,  Chicken  Pox,  and 
Whooping  Cough  from  the  figures,  the  total  left  was  38  cases 
of  Major  Infectious  Disease,  which  is  an  improvement  on  last 
year’s  figure  71,  and  that  of  1947—114.  That  is  to  say,  that 
the  total  of  1947  has  been  halved,  which  is  extremely  satisfactory. 
While  complete  administrative  action  and  control  of  contacts 
in  a suspected  case  of  Smallpox  was  taken,  fortunately  the  case 
was  not  proven,  and  the  notification  cancelled.  Many  people 
were  vaccinated,  which  was  on  the  whole  a beneficial  proceeding 
for  the  prevention  of  disease  in  the  district. 

Eleven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  of  a mild  type  occured 
during  the  year.  Three  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  non-immunised 
people  were  recorded.  No  Diphtheria  deaths.  Two  cases  of 
Encephalitis,  and  two  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  occurred.  One 
was  fatal  (male). 
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Measles  totalled  154  cases  compared  with  595  in  1948.

Smallpox. 

On  April  16  49  (Easter  Saturday)  a case  of  Smallpox  was 
suspected  by  a Medical  Practitioner,  and  was  reported  to  me. 

After  my  visit  the  patient  was  removed  and  later  our 
diagnosis  was  confimed  clinically.  The  necessary  staff  to  deal 
with  the  matter  were  recalled  fi’om  their  Easter  Holiday,  and 
some  intensive  work  was  necessary. 

The  patient  was  an  Irishman  living  in  lodgings  at 
Castlethorpe  and  working  for  a firm  of  contractors,  whose 
labour  force  was  recruited  mainly  from  single  young  men  living 
in  lodgings  in  various  parts  of  the  district.  Consequently,  their 
movements  were  frequently  unknown  to  their  Landladies,  and 
considerable  difficulty  was  experienced. 

As  a result  of  the  initial  enquiry  at  the  patient’s  lodgings, 
the  only  contacts  we  were  able  to  obtain  at  that  time  were  the 
landladj^  and  her  son,  and  the  name  of  the  contractor  the  man 
worked  for.  Many  enquiries  were  therefore  necessary,  and 
visits  were  made  to  Hostels,  Public  Houses,  Clinics,  Dentists 
Waiting  Rooms,  Laundry  Receiving  Offices,  Grocers  Shops, 
and  it  was  found  later  that  some  of  the  contacts  were  living 
within  the  Borough  of  Scunthorpe  and  the  Caistor  Rural 
District.  Altogether,  60  contacts  were  visited,  and  our  efforts 
to  persuade  vaccination  were  most  successful. 

In  spite  of  the  lack  of  information,  the  man’s  laundry 
was  found  mixed  with  many  other  parcels  in  a Laundry 
Receiving  Office  in  Brigg.  This  parcel  was  recovered  and 
destroyed,  and  the  remaining  parcels  were  fumigated  before 
being  released  to  the  laundry.

Diphtheria  Immunization. 

F^rom  July  4th,  1948,  with  the  entrance  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1948,  control  of  Immunization  passed  to 
the  Lindsey  County  Council,  and  all  records  held  by  your 
Council  were  handed  over  at  the  request  of  that  body  and  a 
receipt  obtained. 

At  the  time  of  handing  over,  the  area  was  well  immunised 
and  the  Council’s  figure  for  Diphtheria  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  of  previous  years,  as  has  been  the  case  in 
all  Districts.  If  under  the  new  system  boosting  doses  are 
maintained,  the  position  should  remain  satisfactory.

Hospitals  were  taken  over  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  Sheffield,  and  Brigg  was  included  in  the  Scunthorpe 
group  of  Hospitals,  comprising  Scunthorpe  War  Memorial 
Hospital,  Brigg  County  Infirmary,  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital 
and  Brumby  Maternity  Home. 

Admission  of  cases  to  Hospital  is  by  direct  application 
to  the  Hospital,  or  to  a Bed  Bureau  situated  at  the  Grimsby 
and  District  Hospital. 

In  infectious  cases,  however,  it  is  desirable  that  admission 
should  be  through  or  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Local  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  responsible  for  prevention  of 
spread  and  disinfection,  and  who  has  to  record  the  incidence  of 
disease  daily  in  his  District  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

District  Nursing  Associations  have  been  taken  over  by 
the  County  Council.

Under  Section  47  of  the  above  Act,  the  Council  are 
required  to  adopt  certain  procedure  in  respect  of  persons  in 
need  of  care  and  attention.

Food  Poisoning. 

During  the  year  1949  there  were  no  epidemics  or  isolated 
cases  of  illness  which  could  be  attributed  to  food  poisoning. 
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Foods  Section. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

During  the  first  two-thirds  of  the  year  a number  of  new 
applications  for  registration  were  received,  and  the  initial  visits 
were  made  together  with  the  representative  of  the  Lindsey 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee;  and  were  in  the  nature  of 
advisory  visits. 

The  applicants  were  informed  of  any  structural  works 
necessary  in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Order.  It  was  agreeable  to  notice  during  this 
period  that  much  more  interest  was  being  taken  in  the 
production  of  designated  milks,  and  many  enquiries  were  dealt 
with. 

On  the  1st  Octobep49,  considerable  administrative 
alternatives  were  necessary  because  of  the  operation  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  together  with 
the  three  regulations  made  thereunder,  which  came  into  force 
on  the  same  day.  Certain  duties  and  obligations  were  removed 
from  Local  Authorities  by  this  new  legislation,  but  at  the  time 
of  writing  this  report  there  has  been  little  indication  as  to  how 
the  new  system  will  really  affect  our  work.  During  the  change 
over,  the  contents  of  our  Register  and  records  were  handed 
over  to  the  new  Authority,  together  with  the  history  and  details 
of  certain  cases  in  respect  of  which  the  Council  were  about  to 
take  statutory  action. 

(b)  Meat. 

As  in  the  previous  years.  Meat  Inspectors  in  the 
Department  have  given  their  advice  on  request  in  the  case  of 
privately  owned  pigs  slaughtered  for  home  consumption,  but 
not  intended  for  sale. 

Each  Winter,  efforts  are  made  to  widen  the  scope  of  this 
service,  but  it  is  of  course  understood  that  there  is  no  obligation 
on  the  part  of  this  Council  to  inspect  such  meat,  and  our  advice 
is  only  offered  on  the  request  of  the  owner.

Scavenging. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  have  maintained  8 motor 
vehicles,  each  with  a team  of  Driver  and  2 Loaders  full  time  on 
scavenging  work.  Other  vehicles  are  on  order  to  replace  two 
old  vehicles  of  pre-war  date.  There  are  no  contractors  left  in 
the  district,  and  the  scheme  for  removing  nightsoil  and  dry 
refuse  gives  100%  cover  to  all  the  41  parishes  in  the  district. 

The  Refuse  Tips  used  by  the  Council  are  usually  situated 
in  disused  quarries,  and  owing  to  the  depth  it  is  sometimes 
difficult  to  carry  out  controlled  tipping.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
tips  are  frequently  misused  by  unauthorised  persons,  and  efforts 
must  now  be  made  to  remedy  certain  defects  at  some  of  the  tips^ 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  although  there  are  over 
8,000  houses  in  the  district,  the  teams  of  scavenging  men  make 
approximately  12,000  calls  each  week.  This  figure  is  obtained 
by  some  of  the  houses  having  on  alternate  weeks  two  distinct 
collections  each  of  nightsoil  and  dry  refuse.  It  is  obvious  there- 
fore that  we  have  now  reached  the  peak  of  nightsoil  collection, 
and  with  the  gradual  conversion  in  many  parishes,  and  with  the 
coming  of  the  new  complete  Sewage  Schemes  in  certain 
parishes,  the  number  of  pail  closets  will  be  gradually  reduced. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  number  of  dustbins  in  the  district  is 
naturally  increasing  by  the  addition  of  new  Council  Houses, 
Camps,  Hostels,  and  the  provision  of  dustbins  to  houses  which 
have  not  so  far  had  this  benefit. 

The  eight  vehicles  engaged  full-time  on  this  work, 
together  with  the  eight  other  vehicles  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Council,  are  maintained  by  our  own  Foreman  Mechanic  in 


a fully-equipped  garage.  It  is  found  that  he  is  quite  capable  of 
carrying  out  the  routine  maintenance  jobs  on  all  the  vehicles, 
and  he  is  provided  with  the  assistance  of  a handyman  whenever 
major  works  of  repair,  reconditioning,  or  body-building  is 
necessary. 

The  cleansing  work  is  supervised  by  a General  Foreman 
and,  generally  speaking,  the  Council  can  be  considered  fortunate 
in  having  gathered  together  such  a good  team  of  workmen  to 
carry  out  this  type  of  work. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  it  was  mentioned  that  the 
Ministry  of  Health  had  approved  in  principle  the  schemes  at 
Gunness,  Kirton  Lindsey  and  Barnetby.  Since  that  time,  in 
Novemher/49,  after  receiving  the  necessary  authority,  tenders 
were  obtained  and  accepted  in  the  case  of  the  Kirton  Lindsey 
and  Barnetby  schemes.  Authority  to  obtain  certain  machinery 
was  received,  and  orders  were  placed  immediately  in  view  of 
the  long  delivery  period.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report 
no  authority  to  commence  the  work  has  been  received. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  many  complaints  were 
received  from  the  parish  of  Winterton  concerning  the  serious 
flooding  of  houses  and  highways  by  storm  water  and  sewage 
matter.  Although  the  existing  Sewerage  Scheme  cannot  be 
considered  old,  it  is  quite  inadequate  to  deal  with  storms  of 
great  intensity,  and  from  the  records  we  have  in  the  office  these 
complaints  have  been  forthcoming  for  a great  number  of  years. 

In  July, 49  a full  report  of  the  existing  conditions  was 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  instructions 
were  given  to  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineer  to  prepare  a 
new  scheme.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Minister  will  hold  an  inquiry 
into  the  Council’s  proposal  early  in  1950. 

During  the  year  several  drainage  and  sewage  improve- 
ments have  been  carried  out,  and  the  more  important  ones  are 
quoted  briefly  below. 

An  extension  of  445  ft.  of  6"  sewer  was  provided  to  serve 
the  20  houses  in  Sand  Lane,  Broughton.  Before  carrying  out 
this  work  the  Council  made  sure  that  the  majority  of  the  owners 
would  be  willing  to  convert  their  pail  closets  into  W.Cs  with 
the  assistance  of  the  grant  of  £5  per  house. 

In  order  to  minimise  the  serious  flooding  in  North  Street, 
Winterton,  two  additional  manholes  were  provided,  and  the 
whole  length  of  9"  pipes  was  thoroughly  dragged  and  cleansed. 
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Whilst  this  work  was  in  progress  it  was  found  at  one  point  that 
a gas  main  crossed  the  sewer,  and  created  an  almost  complete 
blockage. 

The  40  houses  in  the  hamlet  of  Dragonby  are  provided 
with  sewers  which  discharge  into  a very  shallow  and  unsuitable 
settlement  tank.  The  outfall  sewer  was  raised,  and  the  walls 
of  the  settlement  tank  were  also  built-up  to  provide  additional 
settlement  capacity  of  the  usual  depth.  To  this  enlarged 
settlement  tank  a filter  bed  was  attached,  and  the  40  houses  are 
now  provided  with  a complete  full  treatment  works.  The 
majority  of  the  owners  of  this  property  had  already  signified 
their  willingness  to  take  advantage  of  the  Conversion  Grant, 
and  the  work  of  abolishing  the  40  pail  closets  was  in  progress 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A serious  nuisance  has  been  occurring  for  some  years 
caused  by  the  drainage  of  the  long  row  of  42  houses  in  Marsh 
Lane,  South  Killingholme.  This  drainage  is  discharged  direct 
into  the  main  water  course  within  two  or  three  yards  from  the 
property.  Certain  land  drainage  alterations  have  taken  place 
affecting  this  water  course,  and  during  the  last  several  months 
it  was  obvious  that  the  nuisance  was  becoming  much  more 
serious.  To  remedy  this,  a sewer  was  laid  across  the  water 
course,  and  made  to  discharge  into  the  same  water  course  a 
considerable  distance  down  stream  from  the  houses.  The 
position  is  now  considerably  improved. 

The  main  sewer  running  through  the  village  of 
Burringham  formerly  discharged  into  one  of  the  main  drainage 
outlets  into  the  River  Trent.  Because  of  certain  alterations 
made  by  the  Scunthorpe  Internal  Drainage  Board,  the  flow  of 
their  land  drainage  water  has  been  reversed  sometime 
previously,  and  the  Council’s  sewers  were  deprived  of  the 
benefit  of  a vast  amount  of  diluting  water.  Because  of  this, 
the  tide  flap  outlet  into  the  Trent  became  silted  up.  A new 
tide  flap  was  fixed,  the  culvert  under  the  river  bank  and  the 
highway  were  cleared  of  considerable  amounts  of  silt,  and  the 
Council’s  sewers  can  now  discharge  direct  into  the  River  Trent. 

From  time  to  time  we  received  serious  complaints  from 
the  Catchment  Boards  and  Drainage  Boards  concerning  the 
pollution  of  their  water  courses  by  the  Council’s  sewers. 
Considerable  lengths  of  sewer  ditch  are  maintained  and  cleansed 
by  the  Council,  and  are  virtually  acknowledged  as  sewers.  It  is 
only  correct  however,  to  point  out  that  the  cleansing  of  these 
water  courses  is  purely  a temporary  expedient,  and  the  only 
lasting  remedy  to  abate  the  nuisance  in  many  parishes  is  by  the 
provision  of  a complete  modern  system  of  Sewers  and  Sewage 
Works. 


Water  Supplies. 

The  Council  obtain  water  from  the  North  Lindsey  Water 
Board  and  distribute  this  water  through  their  own  mains  to  the 
various  villages  set  out  in  the  following  table. 


During  the  year  the  following  new  water  mains  were  laid, 
and  provision  for  the  majority  of  the  connections  required  were 
made  during  the  work  of  laying  the  mains.  By  the  end  of  1950 
a great  proportion  of  the  houses  will  have  the  advantage  of  a 
main  supply.

The  Council  are  expecting  the  Ministry’s  approval  to 
proceed  with  the  work  in  the  remaining  parishes  on  the 
Eastern  side  of  the  area.  Approval  in  principle  has  already 
been  given  to  the  whole  scheme  for  the  provision  of  water  to 
the  20  parishes,  but  so  far  we  have  only  been  given  authority 
to  carry  out  the  work  in  certain  definite  stages. 

The  mains  throughout  the  parish  of  Barrow  on  Humber 
are  newly  laid,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  only  a 
few  connections  had  been  made.  Many  applications  are  already 
in  the  office  how’ever,  and  during  the  next  few  months  the 
number  of  houses  connected  to  the  main  supply  will  show  a 
great  increase. 


The  provision  of  a main  water  supply  to  the  adjacent 
villages  of  Cadney  cum  Howsham  (now  comprising  of  one  civil 
parish)  is  very  pleasing,  as  the  existing  water  supply  in  this 
parish  has  been  a source  of  considerable  anxiety  to  the  Council 
for  sometime.  We  have  had  to  make  emergency  arrangements 
to  cart  water  to  this  small  community,  and  the  breakdown  of 
the  existing  supplies  has  not  only  occurred  during  the  Summer 
drought,  but  also  during  the  month  of  October.  In  addition  to 
the  serious  shortage  in  the  domestic  supply,  the  farmers  have 
often  been  in  serious  difficulties  owing  to  shortages  of  water 
for  dairy  farming  and  stock  breeding.
